■ It is first the duty of every îirm to provide se^Je decent son of ventila- 
tion, and plenty of air space and light. But this is only one forward step. 
Tîve*^- office and fa«o.->. should have an emergency hospital, and •a.'.aian in 
charge who knows someth^nr ir.dustrial ajedicine a£d surgerj-. 

Then, in certain factories the process of manufacture may involv. chemi- 
cal daagors. The axoma cast forth from large petroleum factorief, for in- 
«tance, -cannot have a beneficial effect on the district around; abbattoirs arc 
generaUy renowned for their flavor, while ot*er types of factorief may af- 
lect only the i«oplc which come in contact with the harmfti: chemical pro- 
cBBBcs. Surely ways can be found to roduc* such ill-effeetf, for iBduttrial 
carelessness is responsible for a great deal of It. 

Then, m '.tù^v to 'po -ht extra mile"*, a phenomenoa rart but discov- 
orablc in bUFin-.-hf. :ni;u:-.ria: heads should conduct periodic health examina- 
lions. The usual me-hfC r.ow cmployel is '-^ employ s healthy man, grudg- 
ingly pay his wage for a time if be becomes sick, and take him back on a 
pittance if he becomes broken-down. 

By ciigaginf cioc-torE '."iii'j -. physical çsamination» now and then, 
and advising lll-cotiditionocl e.xp/.-yces wisely, business directors would be 
maintaining a solidly healthy staff and be doing the community a great service 
beaidcB.
